Sta te Cjuv entio u Meets at St. Jo sepli,

D. fi. Shields Tem­ 
po rary Chairman.

M o ., July 22. — 
The chief contest preliminary to 
the convention has been to sup­ 
press the mischief makers in the 
party— the men who, disgruntled 
because they could not rule, have 
not scrupled to pursue 
a policy 
that might ruin if democrats were 
silly enough to follow their leader­ 
ship. 
But the great mass of the demo­ 
cratic party are conservative citi­ 
zens and they have sent delegates 
here who represent that sentimeut, 
and i t can be safely said at this 
hour that the convention will make 
no mistake. 
The assiduity with which 
the 
republican 
press 
has 
patted the 
malcontents 
on 
the 
back 
has 
warned level-headed democrats of 
the danger of the situation and dis­ 
closed just 
how 
the 
republican 
managers hope to 
profit by the 
policy proposed by the “ re organ­ 
izers. ” 
But both republicans and 
malcontents will be disappointed. 
It will be a harmonious convention 
and the good w ork done at Spring­ 
field will be duplicated here. 
Mr. W alsh, of Kansas City, is 
generally condemned for his speech 
last night, the feeling being that 
the only effect of his utterances, if 
they have any effect at all, will be 
to furnish campaign material for 
the enemies cf the party. 


The convention was called 
to 
order at 
12 o ’clock today by the 
chairman of the state committee, 
Hon. James M . Siebert, and Dr. 
D . H. Shields, of Hannibal, was 
made temporary chairman. 
Dr. 
Shields, 
on 
being 
intro­ 
duced, made a stirring democratic 
speech. 
He referred to the splen­ 
did financial management in Mis­ 
souri and urged his hearers to go 
into the campaign united. 
A fte r the appointment of com­ 
mittees 00 credentials, permanent 
organization and order of business 
and 
resolutions, 
the 
convention 
took a recess until this afternoon. 
The caucus of the Seventh dis­ 
trict delegates was held in circuit 
court room No. 2. 
The matter of 
most 
general 
interest, of course, 
was the selection of members of 
the state committee. A fter a warm 
contest Hon. Thos. F. Mitchum, 
of Sedalia, and Hon. Solon Smith, 
of H ow ard county, were chosen. 
The subject of a new chairman 
for the state committee is being 
generally discussed, Chairman Sei­ 
bert having declined to again be a 
candidate for 
the position. 
The 
indications point to the election of 
Hon. W ill Rothwel), of Moberly. 
N o ballots will probably be tak­ 
en before late tonight and it is 
possible that the convention will 
not complete its work until tomor­ 
row. 
A s usual, the claims of the rival 
candidates for railroad commission- 
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er are somewhat conflicting and it 
will likely require several ballots 
to 
select 
the 
winners. 
Knott, 
Bronaugh and Rice seem to be in 
the lead so far, but Park may show 
unexpected strength when a break 
comes and Maguire may surprise 
everybody when the eud of the 
race is in sight. 
The impression seems to be, at 
this hour, that the resolutions will 
heartily endorse the entire Kansas 
C ity 
platform 
and 
then go ex­ 
tensively into state issues.
